“Because of the great agitation

he said. “They figured close on a 
short season with the result that at 
| this time there are less than ten 
_cars of butter in storage where there 
were nearly three times as many 
cars left last year. At that time 
butter was figured the highest it had 


creamery extra in a wholesale way 
and 40 cents a pound retail. 

“Consequently in order to make 
the short supply last as long as pos- 
sible it will be conserved with high- 
er prices, which may bring butter toe 
the $1 mark before the end of Jan- 
uary and will certainly bring it in 
February. The situation is unparal- 
leled in the history of butter business 
in this section of the country.” 

Relief from the East is not held out 
by any of the produce men who 
fought thei: way through a potate 
corner last year by importing all the 
available stock they could lay their 
money on as far back as Michigan 
and Ohio. The eastern cities are lit- 
tle better off in the matter of but- 
ter than Los Angeles because stor- 
age stock was cut to the minimum in 
rorder to prevent any losses which 
might arise from oversupply as in 
former years. 

The daily average receipts of but- 
ter for a week have been less than 
20,008 pounds, while the city con- 
sumes the product at the rate of 
40.000 pounds a day when it is cheap, 
and at this time is taking about 34,- 
000 pounds. With 10,000 to 15,000 
pounds deficit in the fresh supply 
each day, it will take about four 
weeks to consume all of the storage 
stock on hand.

ucts. The water supply for the pro- 
posed irrigation system wilh be ob- 
tained by constructing a dam across 
the San Juan River near where it 
empties into the, Rio Grande, thus di- 
verting. practically the whole flow of 
that stream into the main canal, 
which will carry it over the land and 
distribute it by means of laterals to 
the different farms. Besides the col- 
onizgation of the land, the government 
will establish one or more modern 
towns upon the big tract and con- 
struct a railroad eighty miles long 
through it in order to afford @ trans- 
portation outlet for the products of 
the farms. 
BIG COTTON CROP IN SIGHT: 


The prospects for a cotton crop of 
extraordinary size in the Laguna dis- 
trict, which is the principal cotton- 
producing section of the country, 
were never brighter. While next sea- 
son is some time off, the fact that all 
the available land has been bounti- 
fully supplied with water by the dif- 
ferent irrigation systems and is af. | 
ready tilled for the spring planting, 
is sufficient grounds for the prediction 
that the coming crop will be unusu- 
ally large. With plenty of water in 
the ground at this time of the year, 
there is practically an assurance that 
the plants will thrive and give an 
abundant yield.

The average annual pro- 
duction of the Laguna district at this 
time ts about 100,000 bales.

Every penny I receive for my wheat 
crop has been multiplied forty-four 
times at the moment it reaches and 
ia eaten by the consumers. I get the 
penny, you see, while the railroads, 
millers, dealers, bakers and hotel or

M’KITTRICK, Jan. 12.—The recent 
purchase ef large tracts of land on the 
North McKittrick front and in the 
Devil's Den country, by the Reiridge 
Oil Company, snd in Lost Hills by the 
Associated Oll Company, demonstrat- 
ing as it does the confidence of the 
men at the head of these corporations 
in the future of a wide territory pres- 
ages early development on-an exten- 
sive scale in those districts. Both 
companies have for some months been 
operating on a portion of these pos- 
sessions, on which options had been 
secured, and it was understood some 
time ago, that the success already met 
with in drilling for off would result 
in the transfers of ownership that 
have lately been recorded. 


The Belridge’s wells are fourteen 
miles distant from McKittrick. That 
the two transactions assure a most im- 
portant addition to the great oil indus- 
try is the general belief, and already 
there is talk of the building of a town 
in the Belridge district. In the event 
of a ratiroad being constructed from 


facili- 
ties ig known, there is reason to be- 
lieve that the traffic authorities are 
giving the ter earnest considera- 
tion, and in view of the new develop- 
ments will take some action at i.

NEW USES OF PAPER. 


As Manufacturing Material Be- 

comes Searcer Various Kinds of 

Sabstitutes Are Developed. 

{Cleveland Plain Dealer:] It is in- 
teresting to learn that as the material 
for making paper grows scarcer the 
uses to which paper can be put be- 
comes more numerows. 

In Chicago they have found a way 
to make paper garments. These are 
rapidly coming into use in hospitals. 
They are airy and flexible, and are 
made from the bark of the paper mul- 
berry tree. 

Another comparatively new form of 
paper fabrics is the paper bag for 
cooking, and this bas rapidly de- 
veloped an important line of trade. 
There are factories for paper bottles 
and paper grain bags in Philadelphia, 
and in one of the New England cities 
an ingenious person manufactures pa- 
per cigars. Paper horseshoes have 
been on the market for some time, 
and paper tires are promised. Over 
in Germany an ingenious inventor has 
made a re-enforced paper that can be 
used in constructing houses and ships 
and automobiles, and even in paving 


Possibly one of these 
clever inventors may in time invent a 
substitute for paper itself that will 
promptly quiet the increasing alarm 
over a growing scarcity. Otherwise it 
will be impossible to maintain that 
the new peper products are to be pre- 
ferred on the score of economy, and if 
the supply of material continues to 
grow less and less and the earth be- 
comes entirely denuded of its forests, 
these ingenious articles may be re- 
only as luxuries and curios! 

Human endeavor and human effi- 
clency must be relied upon to meet 
and conquer this emergency.
